— Returns ol 
tbe general election havo been received 
irom all hut two legislative districts, 
They show that tho opposition party, 
headed by Sir James Winter, has carried 
21 aoatp, tho government eaadidates 
holding only 13, Hon. E. Bond, colonial 
secretary, has been re-elected in the 
Twillinggato district, but his majority 
has been greatly tut down. The results 
from the i-emaining two districts will 
probably bo known to-morrow hat in 
any event the Winter opposition have 
won a sweeping victory.

A LECTDBB TO WASHINGTON. 

Spain Intimates That tbe United States la 
Responsible tor FrolonglnE Olsordera 
In Cuba; 

Madrid, Nov. 2.-— Marshal Blanco, the 

new captain-csneral of Cuba, has sent a 
cable message to the Spanish govern- 
ment saying ho has formed a favorable 
opinion regarding the prospects for the 
pacification of Cuba. ^ 

A semi-ofUcial note was circulated to- 
day giving a more exact indication of 
tho contents of the Spanish note in reply 
to the communication of tho United 
States on tho subject of Cuba than has 
hitherto been published. It says that 
the first pan of Spain's reply is a para- 
phrase of the note of the United Statea 
minister, General Woodford, and it eou- 
cludes with the assurance tliat Sptiin is 
animated by the same friendly feel iiig as 
expressed in behalf of tbe United States. 

The second part of the reply goes into 
elaborate details concerning the various 
filibustering expeditions which are said 
to have feft the United States for Cuba 
and details of which are based entirely 
on the report of Mr. Oarliele the former 
councellor of the Spanish legation at 
Washington. Spain expressea tbe hope 
that this pbase of the situation will be 
changed and that tbe United Statea will 
try to prevent further violations of inter- 
national law. 

Replying to the olTer of mediation 
made by tlie United States, Spain says 
she hopes tho United States will act loy- 
ally in helping Spain to pacify Cuba, es- 
pecially in view of the fact that an ex- 
tended form of autonomiBt government 
is about to be sincerely granted. The 
general feeling is one of hope for a peace- 
ful outcome of the negotiations, especi- 
ally since Marshal Blanco's arrival at 
Havana, aa it is believed his presence 
will greatly further the solving of the 
Cuban problem. At the same time, it 
is pointed out that the aubmission of the 
insurgents cannot be expected "unless 
they are entirely abandoned by the 
United States.'? 



THE SEALIN& I^'TI{KTUE. 

The Three-Comered Treaty Likely to Be 
Signed on Friday. 

AVAsni^GTo.v, Nov. 2. — Important pre- 
])arationB are being made for the signing 
of the treaty between tbe United States, 
Russia and Japan for the stispension of 
pelagic eealiug in the Beliriog sea and 
the North Pacific. The formal ceremony 
of signing is expected to occur at tbe 
state department next Friday. In the 
meantime, by concerted action between 
the three powers, they will enlarge the 
rank and dignity of those who will put 
their names to tbe inatrnmont, so that 
they will sign, not as delegates, but as 
envoys-extraordinary and plenipotenti- 
aries. 

It is stated aleo that tho attitude ol 
Great Britain will not in any way affect 
the uoncluBion of the treaty, and the de- 
lay until Friday is solely for the purpose 
of securing the power of envoys, 

THE! BTBIEIN& EN6INEESS. 

Denial on Their Behalf That a Settlemfaat Is 

at Hand. 

LoNDcv, Nov. '2. — An oflicial of the 
Amalgamated Society of Engineers stat- 
ed to-day that be bad received a cable- 
gram from New York quoting a Loudon 
despatch which asserted that that the 
engineers' strike had been ended. This 
statomeni the otlicial declares to be un- 
true, and unwarranted by any of the ex- 
isting circumstances. The situation is 
unchanged. The chances of a confer- 
ence between tbe strikers and tho em- 
ployers is now remote, but the attitude 
originally assumed by the Amalgamated 
Society is unaltered. 

Candidate in Hamilton. 
Hamilton, Nov. Aid. Oarscallen is 
mentioned as the probable Oonservalive 
candidate for one division of Hamilton 
at the provincial elections. 

A Minister's Prlv.-ite Business. 
Wii.N-iiiK.M., Nov. L'. — General J-iussell 
A. Alger, secretary of war in the Mc-

business. He paid an informal visit to 
the United States warship Yantic, now 
here on her way to Detroit.

Vaa Wyck Mayor liy Immense FIu-< 
rality and His Wliole Ticket 
Beturned. 



George tbe Secoud Polled but 
Nominal Vote— Bepublicaus 
in Deep Gloom. 



Ni:w Yoitic, Nov. 2. — Tammany's vic- 
tory in the first municipal election in 
Greater New York is a sweeping one. 
The only question remaining to he set- 
tled at 11 o'clock is tbe one of the ])lur- 
ality by which tbe the entire ticket 
headed by Robert A. Van Wyck has car- 
ried the gigantic municipality. It can 
scarcely be less than ^0,000, and may be 
larger than that. Van Wyck has polled 
a vote which falls poBsibiy 40,000 under 
the combined votes of General Tracy, 
Kepublican, and Seth Low, Oitizens' 
Union. 

The last named was successful to the 

extent of polling an aggregate vote in ex- 
cess of the 140,000 pledged by the sign- 
ers of the petition, upon which he be- 
came the candidate of an independent 
mnvement, which at tbe outset offeretl 
to join bands with the Republican party 
organization in a concerted ellort to ex- 
clude Tammany from power in the 
greater citv to come into beintr on Janu- 
ary 1, 189». The offer was declined on 
the ground that in any such movement 
tho Republican organixation would par- 
ticipate only coincidentally with the 
other party to the compact; and the 
Citizens' Union, on the other band, re- 
fused to recall its nomination of Mr. Low 
in order that the selection of a candidate 
might be curried out conjointly with the^ 
Republican organization. 

'The total number of votes cast to-day 
was nearly half a million. The indica- 
tions are that Van Wyck received 210,« 
000, Low 145,000, Tracy 100,000 and 
George 15,000. The aggregate ia swelled 
by -1,000 cast for Independent Democrat ; 
Sanitcl, Socialist, and Wardwell, Pro- 
hibitionist. 

On the city ticket with Judge Van 
Wyck, Eird S. Coler is, elected comp. 
troUer, and Randolph Guggenheimer 
president of the municipal council. 
Charles E. Faircbild, who was secretary 
of tho treasury during Cleveland's first 
presidential term, and whom the Citi- 
zens' Union put no for comptroller, did 
nothold the pace with Mr, Low. Ashell P, 
Fitch, originally a Republican and after- 
wards a Democrat member of congress 
from a Tammany district of this city, 
was the Republican nominee for comp- 
troller. He is defeated by about, the 
same vote aa tbe head of the licit et. He 
was nominated with General Tracy in 
recognition of the services he rjndt-red 
in the presidential campaign taet year, 
fighting as a gold standard Democrat 
against the Democrats who tiad accepted 
tbe 1 (i to 1 platform of the Ohiuago cua- 
vention. 

Tho vote for Van Wyck in New York 
county is approximately the game aa 
was rnst for Bryan in 1895, which was 
i:-i5,G-'4. Ganeral Tracy (Rep.) polls ap- 
proximately 50 000, against the lUcKin- 
ley vote of 150,359 in New York county, 
while Low (Citizen's Union) pjlled ap- 
proximately 77,000 and George (JeiTer- 
son Democrat) 13^,000. In King's coun- 
ty, which inclndea 30 districts of Brook- 
lyn, the Bryan vote was 76,682, while 
Van M'yck's will be almost the same,, 
against McKinley's vote of 109,1,;5, 
General Tracy polla approximately 
M5,000, while Low's vote ia approxi- 
mately G5,000. In these two counties 
the straight Republican vote shows a fall- 
ing oli' of nearly 175,000, while the Tam- 
many vote ecpials it it does not slightly 
e.'cceed that cast for Bryan. 

The headquarters of Robert A. Van 
Wyck at the Bartholdi hotel was ,tfc© 
Bcene of great joy as the returns began to 
come in indicating a eweeping Tammany 
victory. A score or more were in the 
rooms where tbe returns were being re- 
ceived and cheered continuously. Mayor- 
elect Van Wyck did not appear at the 
headquarters at any time during the 
niirbt. 

Chairman tiuagg of the Republican 
City ami county committee, was very 
glum and left the heatlquai ters at 8:40 
o'clock. Ho refused to make .a 
formal statement and was very 
much loth to discuss the situa- 
tion. A t the headfjuarters there were 
very few prominent Rapiiblicans present 
and they left tlie place shortly after Mr. 
Q.uagg. The Republicans kept up their 
appearance of confidence until the early 
returns showed the gains for Van Wyek. 
It is impossible to describe tbe gloom at 
the Bepabllcan headquarters.

election in New York at tha present 
moment without diacrimioatioD. A lew 
things, I think, atand out on the aurfaco 
of the figures. Thia has been a heavy 
Democratic yeareverywhere. Tammany 
has felt the advantage of the strong 
tendency. I think this circumstaiife 
ehows the absolute necessity, if it aleo 
ahows a difficulty, of separatiug munici- 
pal from state and national ieaiiea, if Ihe 
cities are oviir to be governed on their 
merits. In the light of evuuta it if- clear 
that the Citizens' Union has made a 
gallant light for principles that are vital. 
It ia better to have fought and lost in 
such a cause than not to have fought at 
all. 

" There is no iieed to despair of good 
government in this city when such a 
struggle could be made against auch 
odds. The returns show that there waa 
no possibility of Republican auccess in a 
contest on party lines, nor ia it eafiy lo 
imagine a time when, in thia city, tliere 
will be. 

" For the sake of the city I greatly de- 
plore the result, and yet I would urge nil 
whom my voice may influence not to 
lose heart. We have laid the founda- 
tion it maj well bo hoped for a future 
success, and ours ia not the lirst c;ause 
that has sulTered at the outset a heavy 
reversei" 



THE GEUliGE VOTE. 

It Possibly Suffered Tlirousli un Omission 
by tlie ElecUon Supervisorii. 

Xew York, Nov. 2. — Whatever might 
have bee> the result had Henry George 
enrvived the campaign, the indications 
from the earliest returns were that the 
anbstitution of the son for the lather as 
the mayoralty candidate of thoTho.mas 
Jefferaon Democracy bad proved a fail- 
ure from any but the aentimenlal point 
of view. The George vote pcaaibly Buf- 
fered by the failure of the auperviaora of 
the election to supply a large number of 
tho precincts witli paatera to attach to 
the voting papers. 

The law requires that in the event of 
the death of a candidate before the date 
of the election and after the voting 
papers have been iasned, there Bhall be 
printed and aupplled to each prechict 
pastera upon which is printed the name 
of the person selected in the prescribed 
manner to succeed the daceaBed candi- 
date, the pastera to be attached 
to the ballot ovor the name 
of the original uomineo, Although 
in the case of the Thoiuaa JeQ'erson 
Democratic ticket the person subBtituted 



waa of the same name as the candidate 
who died, Henry George, the election 
hoard held that the letter of the. law, 
should be obaerred, and paateia were 
ordered printed and distributed in the 
prescribed manner. Aa already stated, 
the distribution was not done in. all 
cases, and conaequently voters were un- 
der the neceeeity of writing in the name 
of the aecond Henry George or voting 
the ticket as it stood, neither of which, 
it ia claimed, waa a literal compliance 
with the law. 

In aome caaea citizens who had intend- 
ed to vote for George could not do bo, 
anticipating that an attemptwould result 
in the vitiating of the ballot aa a whole. 
It haa been held in previous oases of a 
somewhat similar character that tlie evi- 
dent intent of tho voter should be con- 
sidered by the judges and the vote count- 
ed aa regular, and this rule haa in all 
probability been followed in many cases 
to-day. 

Henry George said to his ' supporters : 
" One thing ia 4brtain, we have kept the 
faith and we are not aahamed of it. 
Many ■ a man has sacrificed himaelf 
without gaining anything. I am. inex- 
pressibly happy, to-night. We cannot 
always get the spoila of. vlctoryi but we 
have kept our aeU-reapeofc." Amid cries 
of "Good boy" and "We will try it 
again " BIr. George made hia way out of 
the crowd in tho room, abaking hande 
with many of those present. 

At midnight 7"0 of the SS3 election 
districts in Greater New York had been 
counted, showing; Van Wyck, 123,733 ; 
Low, 65,771; Tracy, 18,787; George, 
10,017. Van Wyck's pluralitv, 57,%3. 



GOTBKKOE£_ELECTBD. 

Ohio and Uassachnsetts Choose Republi- 
cans— Buffalo Uunlcipal OBIees 
Taken t)y Detpacrats. 

Buffalo, N. Y., Nov. 2. — ^Elections 
were held in many statea to-day, but 
with the exception of Ohio and Massa- 
chusetts, wbero governora wese elected, 
only minor officials were voted for. In 
OhioBusbnell (Rep.) and in Massachu- 
setts, Wollcott (Rep.,) were elected gov- 
ernors. 

In thia city the Democrats made a 
clean sweep, electing their candidate for 
mayor, Conrad Uiehl. He was sup- 
ported by but one paper; the Evenine 
Times, while J. N. Scathered, hia oppo- 
nent, bad behind him two morning and 
three afternoon dailies. 



BLOODSHED IN KENTUCKY. 

Party facilcs Lead tn Desperate Street En- 
counters. 

ri:.\NKi'ORT, Ky., Nov. 2. — Election 
day waa ushered in by a bloody encoun- 
ter on the street between the Republi- 
cans and Democrats, after 1 a.m., re- 
aultinginthe death of three men and 
the wounding of two or more. The dli- 
ficulty began by Frank Egbert, Republi- 
can, organizing a party to head oil' a 
party of Democrats under the leadership 
of Ben Marshall, who, aa Egbertclaimed, 
had taken a number of negroes out to 
the country to prevent their voting to- 
day. 

Egbert, it ia said, with his party, 
awaited Marshall's return and fired on 
him from ambueh, wounding seriously 
John W. Smith and Charles Graham, a 
negro. Deputy Bheriir Deakina then 
organized a poaae and attempted to 
arreat Egbert and his party. The latter 
appeared in the street, brandishing re- 
volvers. The two partiea met and firing 
began. Fifty or more shots were fired 
and Ej;bert and Deakins were killed. 
Howard Clore, one of Egbert's men, waa 
.nlao killed, and Walter Cains, a negro, 
severely hurt. It ia reported that lie 
haa since died. 

Mayor Julian to-day organized a large 
body of special police in view of the ex- 
citement, aa he feared further trouble 
owiug to the bitter feeling engendered, 



.A Very Little Difficulty. 
Beki.111, Nov. 2.— Little ia known here 
regarding the difficulty that recently 
arose between the German minister to 
Hayt! and President Simon Sam over 
the arreat of a German subject named 
Ludera. There ia a disposition to regard 
the situation aa exaggerated. It ia un- 
tieratood that the matter had already 
been aettled by the release of I^udeiB. 

Spain's Naval Purchases, 

London, Nov. 2.— The report that 
Spain has purchased a number of war- 
ships from English builders is deni2d. 
Spain ia said to be negol iati n^,' with 
Chili for the purdiate of the armored 
cruiser Esmeralda.

CATLLE FOE DAWSON. 

A Spiendtd Herd From 'tbe ChiUlwack Val- 
" ■ ; ley'.Now on the V/ay, 

Vancodvbb, Nofyii- ^.— (8pe6ial)--Mr. 
James Elnatban Smith, general manager 
of tho Humbert Yukon expRdition, aaid 
to the CoLONiSTCorrespondentthisraorn- 
ing: Our doinga in Victoria have alroddy 
been chronicled in your paper. The 
steamer City of Seattle could not take all 
our load from hero, but a large cargo left 
in charge of my brother. We shipped 
from here "iit head of the finest-looking 
cattle I ever saw. aecured in the Cbilli- 
wack valley. All go over 2,000 pounds. 
We also shipped a large cargo of hard- 
ware and other Bapplies. We had to 
leave 19 cattle for next trip. The cattle 
were roandBdup by Thomas Dane, who 
looked after our outfltUng here. We 
will take 100 head of choice cattle from 
here next trip. We are prepared to feed 
our cattle ten pounds of nay per day un- 
til we kill them. 

In apeaking of the rough trip, Mr. 
Smith aaid: " Winter travel in unciv- 
ilized aectiona la a comparatively old 
story to me. In 1857 and 1S58 I headed 
a party through the Iladson Bay terri- 
tory with the object of finding out a 
northern route to the Fraser river min- 
ing camps. Womadethe trip in winter. 
AVe arrived at Selkirk, now Winnipeg, 
and sold our wagons and pushed on aa 
far aa Kdiuorjton llouae. Tliey told no 
there that the natives could not find a 
paaa, ao that it waa no use trying. We 
finally crossed by Kootenay Paaa, sleep- 
ing in the open on frozen ground. So 
you Bee I am no tenderfoot." 

THE JAPAKESE CONSULATES. 

Mr. Nosse's Promotion to Chicago — An 
Agency to Be Established at 
Uontreal, 

Vancouveb, ITov. 2.— (Special)— Mr. 
NoEse, Japanese consul for Canada, said 
to the Colonist correspondent to-day : 
It ia quite true I am leaving Vancouver 
for CLicage in aboat three weeks. My 
Bucceasor will be Mr. Shimezn, formerly 
acting consul here, who is to be pro- 
moted to tho position of consul for all 
Canada. Mr. Shimezu waa asaiotant 
Japanese minister at Honolulu. He 
will arrive by next boat. Some time 
ago inoiiey waa appropriated by the 
Japaneae government for the catablish- 
ment of a consulate at Chicago ; but 
although my name waa mentioned, Ja- 
pan waaanxioua to do nothing that might 
be conatrued aa a slight to Canada, 
and the matter was deferred aa long 
aa possible. The committee on foreign 
affairs, however, had to report on what 
had been doae regarding the establish- 
ment of nomeroUB consular agenqies, 
among them the Ohicslgo agency, and I 
have at last been iuBtruoted to proceed 
thither. It ia of conrae decidedly in the 
nature of a promotion for me. My field 
is more important. 

It haa nleo been decided by the gov- 
ernment to catablish an agency in Mon- 
treal, with a sub-agency here, and it was 
first suggested that Mr. Shimezu come 
here and I be sent to Montreal. Tliis 
scheme has been deferred for the pre- 
sent, aa there are so many posts to fill of 
a similar nature that theio appears for 
the moment to be a scarcity of suitable 
men to fill them.

Alberni Mining Prospects Steadily 
Improve— Kosslaud Asks Kepre- 
sentatiou in Cabinet. 



NANAIBIO. 

Last montli waa n good one from the 
coal point of view. The vessels going 
North with Kloudyke pasBoagors have 
taken much Wellington coal, while the 
steamers Tekoa took 1,000 tone from 
Onion, and the Atnarapoora 700 tons. 

It is said chat an IS-foot eeani o£ coal 
has been discovered at the J'lxtensioii 
mine. If so^it is one of the largest seams 
of coal ever discovered. 

The ruri-decanal conference, hold last 
week at St. Alban'e, was a fairly repre- 
sentative meetin;;, delectates being pre- 
sent from WelliuKton, Northfleld, French 
Creek, Gabriola, Oomox, Cedar and 
Nanaimo. The principal features of the 
convention were the address delivered 
by Rev. C. E. Cooper, and a paper by the 
Rev. B. Bosanquet, of St. Alban's, on 
the duties of cluirch committees, 

A diamond drill borinji machine has 
been broustht down from Union, and 
taken out to tiie ]''.xteusion mine to be 
used during the coming winter. 

ROSSLAND. 

The order recently issued by the pro- 
vincial board of health torbidding the 
municipality of Rossland from dumping 
its sewage into any stream or running 
water, and requiring that all sewer sys- 
tems must be approved by the board, 
will necessitate considerable addition to 
the sewer which at ]>resent ends at Trail 
creek into the running waters of which 
the 8e\rage will be damped according to 
the present plans. 

^President McArthur, of the board of 
trade, nr^res the representation of the 
mining interest in the provincial cabi- 
net. Mr. J. ,). McKane bad been elected 
secretary. A committee coiieisting of 
Messrs. Smith Curtis, Mayor Scott and 
John J. McKane, has been named to 
memoralize tlie government as to the 
prevailing uncertainty regarding titles to 
land in the city, and also in regard to a 
graint for the Sisters' liospital. 

J. N, DivilbisB, formerlj' o,vner of the 
Review printing house here, died at 
Montesano on Wedneeday from con- 
sumption. Mr. Divilbiss came here in 
July, 1898, and brought the first cylinder 
power press into the camp. 

ALBERNI. 

Mr. Austin Gibba, who has spent most 
of the summer at Alberni, working at 
the Silver Iving and Potlach mines, has 
just returned to Nanaimo. In an inter- 
view with the Nanaimo Free Press he 
said tliat the prospects at the mines 
above referred to are irood, and there is 
now no doubt as to thuir being valuable 
properties. 

On the Alberni Conaolidated the pros- 
pects have greatly improved, the Duns- 
muir level having been continued and a 
new lead of ricli ore struck. The lead 
had been followed 25 feet down, and the 
work was still being pushed. Twelve 
men are at work at this mine at pre- 
sent, but the management has decided 
to increase the staff ot workmen. 

The Smith camp, in charge of Mr. J. 
F, Bledsoe, had been examined by an 
expert from England, and it had been 
decided to thoroughly develop this pro- 
perty, the richness of the ore now ex- 
posed being such as to justify very ex- 
travagant hopes. 

Considerable work is being done on 
the mine, under the management of Mr. 
Penny. 

A lot of prospecting has been done at 
Clayoquot, and a number of claims are 
showing up well. The Ferguson claim, 
staked l)ehind tiie Black-Joiiea claim, is 
showing up very rich. 

A Tacoma syndicate has made an 
ofifer of $400,000 for the Black-Jones 
claim, while an Eastern firm is making 
arrangements to take over the Ferguson 
claim. 

A French mining expert is on the West 
Coast examining several properties in 
the interest of Eastern people. 

SURREY. 

Sri'.KKY, (^ct. .'iO. — The weatiior has 
been exceptionally line and the farmers 
have housed their cereal and root crojis 
in good condition. 

On the 'Ji'nd ult. the Surrey exhibi- 
tion waa belli in the town of Cloverdale. 
The exhibits of vegetables and grains 
showed tbat the jjroducing capacity of 
the soil in this section is on a par with 
that of any other part of tlio province, 
while the ladies' fancy work and paint- 
ing reflected great credit on the women 
of the district, their exhibits showing 
taste and skillful manipulation. 

On the 6th and 7th inat. many of the 
fanners attended the Industrial exhibi- 
tion held at Westminster. Several of 
the competitors from this distriict were 
successful in obtaining prizes for their 
stock and grain, the Boothroyd Bros, be- 
ing specially fortunate in their cereal 
exhibits. 

On the Kith inst. the Rev. W. Bell 
held a thanksgiving service in connec- 
tion with the Church of England con- 
gregation. The sacred edifice was taste- 
lull'y decorated by the ladies with fruits, 
grains, etc, while the Eev. A. Davis, of 
Sapperton, New Westminster, preached 
an appropriate sermon.

SON. ME. SIFTON. 

TliB people of Victoria, without dia 
tinotion of party, are glad to welcome 
the Hon. Mr. Sifton. They appreciate 
moat heartily the motives which prompt 
ed him to visit the Coast and the pains- 
taking effort he baa made to inform 
himeelf of what ia needed in order to 
facilitate the solution of the tranaporta 
tion problem. He will find every oue 
here desirous oi furthering hia efforts, 
He has very properly declined to com- 
mit himself jiublicly to any plan; but 
there is at least one matter upon which 
we, the people of Victoria, would be elad 
to have bim express himself very fully. 

That subject is the collection of duties. 
Mr. .Sifton has probably been already in- 
funned that grave mierepresentations 
arc being made throughout the United 
Stales on this question by unscrupulous 
peo|ile, who are seeking to secure the 
trade which properly belongs to Cana- 
dian cities. It is being stated in the 
broadest possible way that no duties are 
being collected, that the exemption ia 
equivalent to free entry of everything 
that a miner wishes to take with him, 
and that the exemption is of $100 
worth of proviaionE, with all the cloth' 
ing and mining outfit which a miner 
needs. Mr. Sifton will readily see that 
snch misrepresentations as these must 
licive a prejudicial effect upon the trade of 
the British Columbia cities. As he is 
not at the head of the cuatoma depart- 
ment, he will probably not feel like say- 
ing auylliing definite on the subject of 
tbe exemption ; but we suggest to him 
that he ought to take occasion to-day, 
when before the Board of Trade, to de- 
clare in the most emphatic manner poa- 
p.ihlH that the ijayment of duties will be 
ri:;orou8ly cxm;ted, and tliat he will aub- 
luit the rescind ing the exeii-ption to tlie 
government. We would be very glad if 
he could himself go so far as to say that 
he will fecommend the cancellation of 
the regulation. 

Wo are eatisfieil that Mr. Sifton ia al- 
re.'.dy greatly impreased with the neces- 
sity of eetiibliehing a purely Canadian 
route, and that it is auperfiuous to urge 
liiiiitogive that subject consideration. 
Uo undoubtedly very fully appreciates 
the necessity of prompt action in the 
matter, and it is only the great desire, 
which influences us to see every pos- 
Bil)le facility provided for the spring in- 
rush, thai leada ua to Bay that he will 
confer a great benefit upon Canada, this 
province, and tboueands of immigrants, 
if he will use his influence to the ut- 
most to prevent any time being lost in 
furthering the perfecting of such a route. 

We understand that Mr. Sifton ia not 
yet convinced tiiat the royalty ought to 
in; abolished. We are quite in aympjithy 
with the idea that Canada should derive 
as much direct benefit as possible from 
the exploitation of the Yukon gold, but 
fear that experience will show the royalty 
plan to be a mistake. 

We hope that he has been convinced 
of the objectionablenesB of the plan for 
the reservation of alternate claims. Upon 
this subject he can hardly be expected 
to speak without oonsultiuR hia col- 
leagues, and we mention it now aimply 
that we may give expression to what we 
think is the view of ninety-nine out of 
every hundred people in this province. 

There ia one other subject upon which 
we wish to apeak to tbe Minister, namely, 
the advisability of exactine- from all in', 
tending miners a license fee before they 
can legally stake a elaim. Wo do not 
think such a regulation would be un- 
j'-jaspnable. Hundreds of thousands of 
■d il'ar.s must be spent at once in aseist- 
' iiig.tiiiuera and prospectors to get into 



the laws aiid in other ways for their ad 
vantage. It ia not unreaaonablu to ask 
that they shall contribute aomething 
directly towards : meeting this expendi 
ture. A license fee to be paid before 
prospecting or before staking a claim 
would yield a handsome revenue and the 
payment of the aum that ought 
to bo demanded, say ^5, would not be 
thought burdenaome. In the event of 
such a plan being adopted the licensea 
ought to be obtainable in the Ooast 
cities of British Oolumbia. We may 
add that it would be a great commer' 
cial advantage to those cities to have 
such a regulation, aa it would necessitate 
the greater number of the miners com 
ing to British Columbia before going 
North, and being here the merchants of 
these cities would get their trade. The 
only people who could possibly object 
to such an arrangement, are those who 
might wiah to anil directly from the 
cities of the United Statea. We do not 
think that their objections should be 
considered for a moment. 

We mention theae matters to Mr, 
Sifton, not to embarrass him, but to aid 
him in making hia miaaion to the Coast 
the success wliich he would like it to be 
It ia right that he ahould be placed in 
touch with the wishea of the people 
who are best able to judge of the re 
qulrements of the case. Wo feel confi- 
dent that he will take our suggestions in 
the spirit in which they are offered and 
are hopeful that either now or after bis 
return to Ottawa they will be acted up- 
on by him and his colleagues. 



SIR JOHN MACDONALD'S PLAN 

In a memoir of Canada's great pre 
luier, the Baroness Macdonald makes 
the atatement, which ia thus brought 
under public notice for the first time, 
that Sir John Macdonald desired to build 
the Canadian Pacific as a public work, 
to be owned and controlled by the gov' 
ernment of Canada. This is very inter 
eating, and will greatly encourage those 
who believe in the government owner 
ship of railways. Whether or not hia 
plan would have been hotter than that 
adopted, it is impossible now to say 
Looking back one seems justified from 
preaent conditions in supposing that it 
would have been ; but ex post facto wie 
dova ia the cheapest variety of that com 
modity. It would be a mistake to sup 
pose that because the Canadian Pacific 
has been such a remarkable success, it 
would have been equally so aa a govern 
ment road. Indeed there are reasons 
why it might not have been. Its United 
Statea connections liave played an im- 
portant part in the development of its 
buaineaa, and it would hardly have been 
possible for the government of Canada to 
have made or maintained such connec- 
tions. Moreover, it is not very clear 
what the effect of such an undertak 
ing would have been upon the financial 
standing of Canada. Undoubtedly 
if the road had not been a succe 
under government management, coneid- 
erable injury would have been done to 
the position of Canada in the eyes of the 
financial world. The latter is an aspect 
of government ownerabip that the advo 
cates of such a plan do not take into ac- 
count. However, we have no intention 
of discussing the merits of Sir ,Iohn Mac 
donald'a plan, and only make this refer 
ence to it as a matter of intereetint: iiis- 
tory, which to most people will have the 
charm of perfect novelty. We quote 
from the Baroness: 

"Undoubtedly, however, the first to 
realize the great necessity for and the 
first to grapple with the immense difli- 
culties connected with this great work 
waa Sir John Macdonald. Tiiough only 
partially recovered from a long and dan- 
gerous illness, the effects of which lasted 
for more than two years, no sooner had 
he returned from a three monttie' visit 
to Washington on treaty business tlian 
Sir John took up the subject of the rail- 
way with his usual earnestness and pre- 
pared for battle. It was battle indeed. 
A Btrontr oppoaition, men to whom this 
ditlicultiea of the scheme came as ii gold- 
opportunity for embarragRing the 
government, rose to the occ:i3ii;n and 
id their worst. During Sir John's ab- 
sence in Waahingron the tiovernment 
had pledized itself to build the road 
through the agency of an incorporated 
company, supplemented by government 
' '. I think Sir John regretted this, 
and would fain have had the railway 
constructed as a government work ; but 
his boldneas was not to be communi- 
cated, and those is charge of the ship 
in his absence had judged tbe concession 
best BO as not -.to endanger the union 
with British Columbia."

GKIOIANY'S ALLEGED POLICY. 

It is alleged to be the settled policy of 
Germany to break up the British Km- 
pire. Tlie task is somewhat of a form- 
idable one, and William the Rustless 
will be several years older and, if it bo 
not lese majeale to suggest it, somewhat 
wiser than he is now, before it is ac- 
compliahed. The reason for this policy 
ia to bo found in the fact that Germany 
produces a surplus population of nearly 
a quarter of a million jicople yearly, who 
must emigrate, and as there are no Ger- 
man colonies to which they can go, 
Great Britain having abaorbed all avail- 
able parts of the earth, it becomes im- 
peratively necessary to amash the Brit- 
ish Empire into fragments, so that Ger- 
many may got aonio of the pieces. For 
thia purpose Germany must have a fleet, 
and as big a fleet as possible. The 
Kaiser ia not vain enough to suppose 
that he can do the. job all alone. He 
realizes that he will require assistance, 
and his plan is to get Russia and France 
to join him in his laudable desire. It 



the two latter powers to help Germany 
pull chestnuts out of tbe Are. At least 
tbe Kaiser so sees it, and who shall pre- 
sume to dispute the, evidence of hia 
mental vision?' 

There are a few trifling difTicultiea in 
the way of this charming plan, One of 
them ia that Great Britain can build 
ahipg faster than Germany, and while 
the people of the United ICiogdom will 
bear almost any iainount of taxation 
rather than aee the naval prestige of the 
Empire threatened, the German people 
are very greatly opposed to any very great 
Hcheraea for any auch expenditurea. 
The German mind doea not take kindly 
to German colonization, under German 
auspicoa. The average German leaves 
home to get rid of Kaiserism. It ia a 
ooatly and burdensome article. It in- 
terferes with him in every relation in 
life. To a British subject it would bo 
intolerable. It ia getting worse all the 
time. By what remarkable freak of 
nature the grandson of (Jueeu A'ictoria 
and Prince Albert and the eon of 
Frederick William became such a phe- 
nomenal compound of mediojvnl notions, 
will remain an unsolved problem. To 
what remote ancestor ho liiis "thrown 
b.ick," to use the laiigunge of the horse- 
breeding fraternity, it is liard to say; 
but tlie fact remains that thia man, who 
id talking about developing a German 
empire beyond the seas, is the very 
incarnation of the antithesis of all that 
has made the British Empire possible. 
The corner atone of the Empire is free- 
dom. No world encircling fabric cau be 
constructed upon Kiiiseriam. 

Another trilling difficulty ia the fact 
that the Germans are not a maritime 
people. Britons are bred to the sea. To 
a certain extent tbe French are also. 
But the Gerniana are essentially lands- 
men. You can make a navy, if you have 
money enough; but you cannot man it 
witliout sailors, and you tnniiot make 
aailora out of a ])eople lilie the Germane. 
They are the beat soldiers in the world, 
for anything requiring dogged perse- 
verance and discipline ; but they have 
never yet displayed those characterietics 
which alone make a people a sea power. 
The ivaiaer may ba a sort of deputy pro- 
vidence, but ho caimot recreate a nation 
by an imperial liat. 

Another obstacle in the way of liis 
plans is the unquestiont^u nnwillipgnesa 
of the British Empire to be smashed. 
Indeed, wo venture to eay that when the 
araaghing operation was once fairly be- 
gun the relation of smasher and emaahcc 
might not be worked out exactly accord- 
ing to programme. The British people 
have a holy horror of being amashed. 
They have an awkward fashion of hitting 
back and of hitting back bard. It may 
be quite true that Germany has not 
many points on the sea co'ast where she 
could be struck a hard blow ; but it ia 
equally true that this fact militates 
against the chancesof her ever becomini; 
a maritime power and hence of beiiiir 
able to administer any severe blows to 
Great Britain. 

Taking it all in all, we do not aee any 
reason to lie awake at night thinking 
about what is to become of the Empire 
when the Kaiser has got ready to hit it. 
Possibly the young man, if he ever tries 
t7 carry oat bis little plan, may aim ply 
add one more to the long roll of those 
who " didn't know it was loaded."

It 
would be eaay, but uaneccssary, to niul- 
tijily inatiincL-a to show that the views 
advanced by the Times have found no 
acceptance in Canada, Our only point 
is that our contemporary entirely niia- 
ropreaents what Sir Charles aaid.

Word came from Ottawa last night 
that tbe succession to the office of 
Lieutenant-Governor of British Colum- 
bia liaa been determined, and that the 

choice of the Dominion gov^ernment has 
fallen upon an esteemed citizen of Vic- 
toria in the person of tbo Hon. Thos. B. 
Mclnnes, whose acceptance ia confidently 
BKpected. This will involve the resigna- 
tion of Dr. Mclnnes of his seat in tbe 
Senate as the representative of Westmin- 
ster district, 

Hon. Thomas Robert Mslnnes, M.D,, 
CM., was horn at Luke Aineley, Nova 
Scotia, November 5, ISiO, and is coiiao- 
(juenily in his lifty-ceventh year. His 
father, the late .John Mclnnes, wliose 
eaine to Nova Scotia 
from Inverness, Scotland, and his 
mother was a daughter of •Ca])tain Ed- 
ward Idainilton, of Paisley, Scotland. 
Uoinmencing his education at the com- 
mon Ecliool of his native ))lace,-M!'. Mc- 
lnnes passed through the Normal school 
at Truro, N, S., whence he went to Har- 
vard University, Boston, Mass,, subse- 
quently taking his degrees at liush and 
Bennett Medical Colleges. Removing to 
Ontario in 1865, he married, on October 
5 of that year, Mrs. Webster, relict of 
the late George M, Webster, of Dresden, 
Ont. Practicing hie profession in the 
electoral county of Bothwell and the 
judicial county of Kent, Mr. Mc- 
lnnes was for a number of years 
a member of the township council ami 
aubaeiiuontly of the county council of 
Kent. For two years he held the posi- 
tion of chairman of the scliool board of 
the town of Dresden, and was also as- 
aociate coroner for the county of ivent. 
In 1SQ7 he was nominated a candidate 
for the Ontario legislature^ at the, same 
convention which nominated Hon. 
David Mills for the Senate, but before 
the election took place he magnanim- 
ously retired to allow of tbe return of 
Hon. Archibald McKellar, who after- 
wards became a member of the Mowat 
government. 

in January, 1874, Mr. Mclnnes was 
elected by acclamation Reeve of Dresden, 
Ont., but in April of that year he re- 
moved to British Columbia, and engaged 
in an e.xtenaive and lucrative practice of 
his profession ia New Westminster. 
Almost immediately after his arrival in 
that city ho was appointed physician 
and surgeon to the Royal Columbian 
hospital, and in 187(3 received the 
anpointment of medical superintendent 
oi the Provincial Insane Asylum, which 
posiciou he retained for several years. 
In January, 1876, be was elected mayor 
of New Vvestminster, an honor again 
conferred upon him in tbe January of 
the succeeding year, and in March, 1878, 
a vacancy being caused in the repre- 
sentation of the distri(!t in the iJominion 
House of Commons liy the resignation of 
the then nienilier, Mr. James Cunning- 
ham, Jir. Mclnnes waa returned. At 
the general election of the same year, 
wliicli took plac^e in thia iirovincu in the 
month of October, Mr. Mclnnes ,waa 
again returned, beiuu both times electeti 
as an Independent, though a I^iheral, 
holding the opinion that he could be of 
more service to iiia constituents bygoiug 
to Ottawa untrammelled by any hard 
and lust adherence to any political party.

New Westminster district in the Hou !e 
of (Jommous until ihe 2-1 th Decern lier, 
I ss i , when he was appointed to the Sen • 
ate, which after nearly sixteen years lie 
now leaves to accept the position just 



THE YUKON TELEGRAPH. 

Likely Tliat the Government Will Build in 
the Spring by Way.of Telegrapli 
Creek and Teslin Lake. 

Mr. John F. Richardson, who has 
spent the past few months examining 
into the best routes for telegra^)h com- 
munication with the Yukon, haa bi eu 
staying at the Driard waitini: to maku 
his report to Hon, Clillbrd Siftuu. Hh 
presented his report yesterday, and this 
morning left for Vancouver on his way 
home in Montreal. Mr. Richardson, 
who is an electrical engineer by profcs 
sion, has for tbe past 14 years been in 
tbe service.of the 0. P. Telegraphs, .was 
retained by the Dominion government 
this season to examine the passes from 
the head of Lynn canal and the country 
for a hundred miles inland from the 
Coast to the headwaters of the Yukon, 
and report on the most desirable route 
for a telegraph line. Mr. Richardson 
left Victoria on the Islander on August 
15, and since then has made a thorough 
examination of the routes for the pur- 
pose of giving estimates on the cost of 
putting in telegraph lines. He went in 
with Cdpt. Harper's police outfit to Lake 
Bennett, where the party built boats and 
sailed 00 miles down the lake. Mr. Rich- 
ardson's return trip was not so pleasant, 
for the wind being a head one the boats 
had to he rowed the greater part of the 
way. 

Sjieaking of the general results of the 
trip, Mr. Richardson said that be gath- 
ered a great deal of information' about 
the route from the Stickeen by way of 
the Telegraph Creek trail to Teslin lake, 
and he considered that after all thia was 
the moat likely road by which a telegraph 
line would bo built by the Dominion 
government instead of by way of I^ynn 
canal. British Columbia already has 
telegraph communication aa far aa 
Quesnelle, and by extending that line to 
Ilazleton, thence to Telegraph creek, 
conimunicatiou could be extended from 
there to Teslin lake and the Ivlondyke, 

Ofcourse.as Mr. Richardson remarked, 
it is impossible to say beforehand what 
may be decided on, but it appears proba- 
ble that as soon as work can begin in the 
spring men will be sent up to build a 
telegraph line from Telegraph creek to 
Teslin lake.

Digby Bell, the famous comedian, 
made his debut as a public singer in the 
City of Washington, a fact that is not 
generally known. The circumstances 
surrounding Mr, Bell's debut were both 
painful and humorous, and what threat- 
ened to be a complete fiasco for the de- 
butant turned out to be a triumph. 

After studying hard for six years in 
Italy under the best masters and gradu- 
ating from the Scala thtatru in Milan, 
Mr, Bell returned to his native land, 
tilled with anticipationa of future 
triumphs and brimful of ambition. He 
caat about him for a proper place to 
make his American debut, and naturally 
selected Washington, the nation's capi- 
talj as the most fitting fleld for his an- 
ticipated conquest. This wna — well, 
some years aco. A concert was organiz- 
ed in "Ford's Old Theatre" and Mr, 
liell selected the famous baritone solo 
from " The Messiah," " Thou Art Gone 
UjiOn High," as his piece de resistance, 
to be followed by the popular song, 
" Nancy Lee," which had just been in- 
troduced at that period, for an encore, 

Mr. Bell then looked about for a pro- 
per accompanist and selected a well- 
known organist of the city for the posi- 
tion—said organist was at that time 
famous for his magnificent rendition of 
church muaic and equally celebrated for 
his extreme nervousness and predispo- 
sition to efTeniinacy. For two weeks 
Digby and his acconi jianist faithfully 
practiced the two selections, and at last 
the fatefui evening arrived and Mr. Bell 
and the accompanist proceeded together 
in a carriage to the tlioalre.

Ilia Flock 'Must Not Enter Nou- 
Catliolic Churches for ilarriage 
or Funeral Services.: 



Kingston, Ont., Oct. 25,— Consider 
able comment has been cased by the pro 
mulgation of a mandate by Archbishop 
Cleary relating to Protestant marriage 
and funeral ceremoniea:::a&d|-the duty of 
Catholics in regard to them. The man- 
date reads 

Wo have been much grieved and the 
conscience of our Catholic people has 
been shocked by a gross scandal which 
to'jk place in this, our metropolitan city, 
iiuite recently, and which indeed was the 
occiiaion of our addressing you this pas- 
toral letter of instruction on the sacred- 
nesa of matrimony as a sanrament of 
Rrace instituted by our Divine Lord for 
the sanctitication of the lumily and the 
regeneration of society. A marriage was 
to be performed here aucording to an- 
nouncement on a certain day. The con- 
tracting parties are non-Catholica, mem- 
bers of some little sect. The place where 
the contract was to bo celebrated is 
known as the church of that sect. The 
preacher who pronounced the form of 
contract is likewise an adherent of that 
sect, BO aleo the majority of the specta- 
tors. Throughout the ceremony, from 
beglnniug to end, there was no reference 
whatever to the sacrament of matrimony 
nor to the supernatural graces it com- 
municates from Ibe Redeemer's woi^nds 
to the two souls entering into wedlock. 

"Every word, every act, all the' cir- 
cumstances were in accord wlfh the creed 
or profession ot those who' took part in 
the ceremony, that the marriage of two 
Christians ia not a sacrament; that our 
Lord Jesus Christ did not attach to it 
any sacramental grace ; that it id a mere 
secular contract, not a whit more sacred 
than tlie marriage of any two heathens. 
If it be only a secular or worldly engage- 
ment, there eeema to be no reason why a 
church should be selected as the place of 
its celebration rather than' the city hall 
or the opera house. Moreover, if mar- 
riage is not a sacrament it is rescindable 
by the authority of the state, in like 
manner as every other worldly contract 
is subject to the civil power for the reiru- 
lation of its conditions of validity, and 
consequently may be dissolved by the 
same power whensoever the gentlemen 
representing the state have found, or 
fancy they have found, sufficient cause 
for this dissolution. 

" It ip the blood of Jeans Christ, the 
Son of God, sealing the matrimonial con- 
tract that gives it inviolability and per- 
emptorily excludes the state and the pol- 
iticians from all power to lay unholy 
liiindsouit: (What God hath put to- 
getlier let no man put asunder.) Hence 
it is that in every country where the 
sacmmental character of matrimony is 
ignored or denied the politicians of lat- 
ter times take the whole matter into 
their own hands, make laws regulating 
the requirements for validity of the con- 
tract and issue bills of divorce for the 
severance of tht conjugal bond. In this 
they may seem to be logical ; and, in 
ti uth, if the marriage be only a profane 
contract, it is, subject to their power 
like every other civil engagement. But 
if the contracting parties be validly bap- 
tized persons their marriage is a sacra- 
ment, whether they or the politicians 
think eo or not. For the Catholic Church, 
Bi)Bakiug as the witness of Jesus Christ 
and Hid revelation, teaches and has 
tau;:ht from the earliest days of Chris- 
tianity that the marriage contract be- 
t,^-een two baptized persons is always a 
sacrament, whether it be received worth- 
ily or not ; that the contract and the sa- 
crament are inseparable from each other, 
the contract being itself the sacrament 
and the sacrament being itself the con- 
tract. 

" If non-CathoiicB are satisfied with a 
mere secular contract ot marriage, we 
will rot quarrel with them on the sub- 
ject. We liave neither the right nor the 
power to force the gifts of God upon 
them. Bnt it is the right and the indis- 
pensable duty of the rulers of the Catho- 
lic Church to" prevent her children from 
taking part in any proceeding that con- 
11il:Ib with their Catholic faith and de- 
grades what they believe to be a sacra- 
ment instituted by our Lord Jesua Christ 
for the sanctification of the souls of men. 
It is deplorable that an^ Catholic should 
assist at a ceremony which robs Christian 
marriage of its sacramental character, 
thereby bringing it down to the level of 
a market t)ari:ain, and making it rescind- 
able, thus opening wide the door for 
adulterous concubinage. Bysuch nnact 
lie dishonors the all-holy Redeemer of 
the world, who is the author of every 
Bacrainent and of all grace. It is still 
more deplorable, and more heinously 
ciiniinal before God and men, that a 
Catholic lady should not merely assist 
as spuclator of such a scone, but should 
dress herself up as one of the actresses 
in the drama, and parade herself on the 
platform as one of the principal per- 
formers. 

"L^t not those who went to that 
house of unbelief for the purpose of wit- 
nessing the spectacle try to excuse 
tliumselves from the charge of criminal 
participation on the ground that they 
took no part in the act, and desired 
only to amuse themselves, as they 
would at a theatre. Their voluntary 
presence at the scenic entertainment 
was of itself a participation in the act, 
and was manifestly an insult to tlie 
holy faith they profess. Whosoever 
goes to a theatre to witness what he 
knows to be a performance ofl'eneive to 
his national feelings or the credit of 
his family is chargeable .with impro- 
priety, although he is merely a spec- 
tator. In fact, our code of criminal law 
rigidly maintains this principle of par- 
ticipation in. crime by voluntarily assist- 
ing at the peirfbrinance of the evil deed. 
We no-wise blame non-Oatholica in this 
matter. They act in conformity with 
their conscience. But we do blame and 
condemn the weak-minded Catholic who 
knowingly and willingly belittles "the 
great sacrament," as St. Paul designates 
matrimony, and by so doing belittles 
Jesus Christ and Ilis Holy Church. 

"There is another irregularity tliat 
sometimes is practised by lukewarm 
Catholics. Thoy take a fancy to enter- 
ing non-Catholic churches in order to 
assist 



dead,' which all aon-Catholics, as well 
as Catholics in these countries know and 
proclaim to be of no service to the dead. 
Here again we attribute no blame to 
those who through ignorance ,pf,,.the 
Christian religiondiBbelieve the revealed 
doctrines of .purgatory<and,. intercpssory 
prayer and the cbmmlinion of saints. 
We must, however, reprehend with ^11 
authority those 'Catholics \yho show so 
little respect , lor,, themselves and their 
religion as -'tb.;ipartioipate in, a per- 
formance of tnisi' kind, directly at 
variance with fundamentiil Christian 
dogmas.: '-Xhe doctrine of a middle state, 
wherein holy soalsi that have passed 
away from, us 4n God's ,:peace and char- 
ity are perfectly purified before ad- 
mission to tbe abode of heavenly glory, 
' into which notliingdefiled shall enter'; 
likewise the doctrine of relief being given 
t ) those BufTering saints by our pious 
BuH'rages, through the holy mass and 
supplicatory prayer and fasting and 
alms-deeds, and other good works ; more- 
over, the ninth article of the Apostle's 
Creed, affirming the 'communion of 
saints ' ; all tliese cardinal truths of 
Christianity, so salutary to our deceased 
friends and so sweet and solacing to the 
living, are excluded most distinctly and 
pertinaciously from that cold, dry, heart- 
less and unmeaning ceremony paraded 
before the wbrld as 'a service for the 
dead.' 

" Wherefore, having invoked the Al- 
mighty God, we hereby declare, with all 
the authority of .the church vested in us 
as archbishop of. Kingston and your 
chief pastor, that any Catholic in our 
metropolitan city or diocese who shall 
henceforth "presume to enter any non- 
Catholic edidce to assist at what is 
termed ' a marriage service,' or 'a ser- 
vice for the dea:d,' even though he should 
not take active part in the performance, 
renders himself guilty of mortal sin, by 
dishonoring the religion of his baptism 
and defying the laws of holy cluirch, and 
giving public scandal before society, and 
we furtliermora reserve to oureelf alone 
the power to absolve from tnis heinous 
crime. 

" May God's peace and blessing be 
upon' us all, for the preservation of our 
holy faith in all its purity, and the holi- 
ness of our lives until the day of eter- 
nity. 

"This pastoral instruction, with its 
aiandate, shall be reaid, and its several 
parts familiarly explained, by each priest 
to his congregation as soon as may be 
convenient after its reception, 

"Ja.mks Vincent Ci-kakv. 
"Archbishop of Kingston." 

The Whig, in its editorial comments 
on Archbishop Cleary 's mandate, says: 
" This last pastoral exceeds so far all 
ideas of the broadest liberty of expres- 
sion that from all classes a cry has gone 
forth of protest and condemnation. Tlie 
language used to-wards Protestantism is 
more than exasperating. It ia grossly 
insulting, and threatens a wider cleavage 
between the two itreat classes than has 
ever yet occurred here. The injury to 
that remnant of brotherly feeling which 
withstood the tensioD'of the last fifteen 
years, is almost irreparable, although 
the strong disavowal of Roman Catho- 
lics on the streets will do much to 
soften theunescapable prejudicescreated. 
It is a thousand pities that he should at 
this late and critical period of his career 
cause such a revulsion of feeling towards 
his person and repntation." 



HUMBLING THE AFBIDIS. 

British Troops Penetrate to Their Most 
Sacred Retreat and Destroy 
a Famous Grove. 

SiJiLA, Nov. 2. — The insurgent tribes- 
men in the Maidan Valley were very 
active yesterday. They made several 
attacks upon the British picketH' recon- 
noitring parties and transport detach- 
ments. Two British oflicera were 
wounded. Six Sepoys were killed and 
thirteen Sepoys were wounded. 

A deepatch'from Mastura says that Sir 
William" Lockhart's column are en- 
camped in the Maidan valley, a hitherto 
unknown district which the Afridis had 
boasted no invaders could penetrate. A 
column visited the notorious mosque 
grove at Bagh, where the Afridis rising 
originated and which has been tiie centre 
of the political intrii^ue animatinc the 
outbreaks of the tribesmen. The mosque 
was left untouched and was not entered, 
but the trees and grove were liewn down 
as a mark of punishment and a sign of 
victory. The enemy offered the feeblest 
resistance and were easily dispersed, but 
as yet the tribesmen have made no pro- 
posals of peace. 



PERUVIAN CABINET. 

Its Resignation Not Accepting Pending Dis- 
posal of an Accusation. 

Li.MA, Peru, Nov. 2. — President Pierila 
has not yet accepted the resignation of 
the cabinet, which was tendered last 
week, on account of a vote of censure 
which the congress proposed to pass upon 
the government, because of its failure to 
promulgate various measures passed by 
the special session of congress last year. 
The exact reason for the President's 
delay in accepting the resignations has 
not yet been made public, but it is prob- 
ably duo to an accusation brought 
againRt the minister of finance of illeg- 
ally disposing of funds which, under the 
law, should have been applied in the 
payment of public indebtedness.

Ouo day in Lendyille, Colo,, I hnc 
jut^t finislied dinner, -svhen a strangej 
sjote to ine iu the hotel. Vfo eliattec 
for .t luiunte or two. and then the stran- 
ger, -whcio name I aftenaraid learuec 
wa.s Harry Connor, or Blaok flarry fo) 
short, a.slspd me if I vras not Belliug 
hardware, I told hiuilwas, and ho said 
he wanted to buy a knife.

A, I'.iij'Bl Pnott T^iat Aprnils to Botft 
liuiiU'rH iiud FiHlivrs. 

A writer Jci^ Outing tells about tho 
sport of,. striki»g.|aipoa. f'.-:-'.i{ i - fn-ii:'.' 

"For "this, he says, "one 'uses a 
barbed iron called 'grains' or a short, 
light harpoon known us n 'lily iron,' 
either of which is temporarily attached 
to a light pine^ pole, the striking pole, 
and is cast as a spear ini^ht be. 

"The groins 'is a doable pronged 
wrought' IrOH ijQsfcimjnejitjthe prongs usu- 
ally not more than 8 or 4 inclics in 
length, and from threc-si-icteenths to 
threc-eig'ntlis of lui inch thick. Strong 
barbs are sprung an inch from the deli- 
eately sharp, hardened points, haying a 
spread of threo-eighfchs of an inch and 
about 1 inches space between tho two. 
The prongs are cut so that the points, 
wli ill! extending iuw.^rd, are raised from 
opposing sides. This gives the greatest 
holding power. Tho grains ias also a 
tapered socket for the striking polo. The 
lily iron is u far heavier- instrument, 
and, unlike tho grains, is capable of 
killing at a blow. Tho upper sides of 
tho barbs are left broad and flat, cn.v 
bling tlicm to withstand a strain of sev- 
eral hundred pounds. A heavier and 
sharper weapon is used to strike sword- 
HsIj or porpoises, as the former are 
darigerons creatnres, nnles.'i hit mortally. 
Then there are necessary 80O or 400 feet 
of soft 'striking line,' tliree-sistcouths 
of an inch in dianioicr, and one of tho 
ordinary fishing boats of tho Florida 
coast and a gnide, • ' 

"On approachiiig the tarpon ma the 
sails and mast are stowed, and the guide 
uses a pole in tlio shallow. -water and 
sculls in the channel. Alish being seen, 
the .striker indicates its direction, and, 
standing in tho bow with widely spread 
legs, leaning ■well back, with poised 
spear, tho man waits till he is -within 30 
feet, unless he is unusually powerful, 
then hurls tho weapon, which shoots 
with a hiss into the water. 

"The flcih is anywhere from t-wo to 
tliree feet beneath the surface of the wa- 
ter, changing its position constantly, 
and, because of the rcfi-actiou, .seeming- 
ly anywhere but whero it really is. A 
successful throw buries tho poiutsiu the 
tlesli, and tho pole comes Icoso and floats 
to the surface, to be picked up when the 
tarpon makes its first; rush. It isTiest to 
lot the tarpon go without trying to stop 
it on tho first rash, as tlic barbs may 
fall out. When the rush is over, the 
boat is run toward tho fish. Then outof 
tho -water it goes, not with tho grace 
and head shaking of a hooked tarpon, 
but -with n rush and snrgo. Then it tows 
tho boar, if the fi.sh is a 100 or 350 
pounder, at a rapid rate. Sometimes the 
iisli snlks and leaps, darting at tho boat 
to scrape the grains out of its flesh. It 
takes about half as loug to kill a tiupon 
with a spear us with a hook, but it is a 
fiercer flght while it lasta "

THE FIRST DIRECTORY. 

Some Quaint Olden Time New 'Vorlt Busi- 
ness aild Soeia.1 Addresses. 
In the first directory of Kew York 
city, which was issued in 1780, there 
are some pcculitir and quaint entries. 
For instance, iu those days it was not 
uuoorainou for medical praotitioners to 
sell drags, as is shown by the following 
address, "Samuel Bredhnrst, physican 
and apothecary, 64 Queen (now Pearl) 
street. " 

Clergymen of that period were ex- 
ceedingly precise regarding thoir titles. 
Thus, "Abraham Baclio, reverend ot tho 
Church of England, 29 Smith street," 
and "Joze Phelan, ckn-gymun of the 
Church of Rome, 1 Bcckman street." 

Loon Rogers, tailor, of 55 Broadway, 
was described as a "breeches m.iker;" 
John Bean, (50 Broadwny, as "surgeon 
and tooth puller; "S. Crygier, 69 Cherry 
slTcct, "punch aud porter house;" Jo 
Delcplane of Queen street, "Quaker 
speaker;" D. Hitehcock, 89 Queen 
stre^it, "house carpenter and undertak- 
er;" ,Tohu Hoghmd, 95 Queen street, 
"fiddler, etc.;" Henry H. Kip, 25 King 
street, "inspector of pot and pearl 
a.she.s;" John Nitchie, 7 Garden, street, 
'"starch and hair powder maker ;" Sam- 
uel li. Webb, 28 Lower Dock street, 
"gentleman. " 

In tho.se days, too, thoia were a great 
many "gentlowomcu" andafe-w "wash- 
■wai'ien. " All teachers were then ad- 
<!;-is:iil either as "selionlmasters" or 
".<'-!-.i;i ilnii.stresses. " Tlie retail dealers 
onJii i ,.(?\v:;y and Wall and Queen streets 
('.idled tlu mselves "shopkeepers," tho 
hotel men were "tavern keepers," and 
tho policemen were " watchm^H.'' ' — New 
York Post. ■

W.ILLIAM WITHERS, LEADER OF FORD'S 
; ps6Cri|STR^,3:ELl^HI8p(PERI^ 

Had Written' » B<mg Tot Tbat FBrtlcolar 
FeTfomumce— -n'u , on tbe Stace anA 
IXootfa Btrnok. Dim -With a IMi^eer— B* 
Was Ftist to Identliy' tlie Aasbssln. ..' 

At tho Professional Woman's leagne, 
while tho members worked diligently 
over the novelties being mado for the 
lomiug bazaar, the question came up, 
"Is there anybody living who saw Liu- 
; soln assassinated?"- .. i ...... 

ImmediafBly everybody had somci- 
thiiig to say about somebody elso who 
had a friend who was at the theater that 
. night. Tho most interesting story was 
told ol William' Withers, Jr:^,' now or- 
chestra leader for'Mr,"'Daly, but at the 
time of tlio assassination leader of the 
orchestra of Ford's theater. 

Mr. Withers enjoys tho distinction of 
having not only been at tho theater tho 
night Lincoln -was ossassinated, but of 
having been pierced by , the daRgiji ol 
tho assassin just a few moments aftet 
Booth had fired tho shot that made Lin- 
coln a martyr. Every time ho goes to 
Washington he is requested to tell this 
Hlcry, and, although many and varied 
arc the recitals of this thrilling event. 
Mr. Withers' icBOwewhatdifTerentfrom 
the others. Here is the story as be tells 
it iu tho Washington Post: 

"I was leader of tho orchestra at the 
time, and as tho president was to wit- 
ness the performance of 'Our American 
Cousin' I thought thai aa befitted tha 
occasion, I would conapose a song. So I 
did. It -was entitled 'Hdnot to Our Sol- 
diers! and dedicated tci the president. 
This was to be sung between two of the 
nets by a quartet I had engaged and the 
entire company, who -were to bo attired 
in tho American colors. 

"As I was on my way to tho theater 
I met John Wilkes Booth just in front 
of George Harry's saloon, which ad- 
joined tho theater. It was a sultry 
night, aud Booth hod his overcoat over 
his arm. 'Good evening, Billy, ' be said. 
' Come and have something?' , 

"As I -was leaving ,to enter the thea- 
ter Booth remarked, 'I'll witness the 
performance tonight' I noticed nothing 
slrnngo about his demeanor nuS subse- 
quently saw him as I was coming out 
for (ho overture. 

"Soon the president, his -wife. Major 
Rathbono and Robert and Tad entered 
their box. I signaled for 'Hail to the 
Chief,' and tho audience cheered, and 
tho president turned smilingly and 
bowed. Then ho seated himself, and 
with his accustomed modesty drew the 
curtains half across the box. 

"Alter the first act J. P. Wright, the 
stage manager, sent me word he would 
be unable to have tho special soi'.g sung 
at that time, but ho would try to have 
' it rendered between tho second and third 
•acts. A similar message was sent to mo 
at tho close of the second act, and I be- 
came somewhat exercised. 1 started to 
go upon the stage -when I saw Booth on 
the balcony walking down the aisle in 
the direction of tho president's bos. He 
was seemingly attentive toward tlio act- 
ing, for the curtain bad again gone up. 
I encountered a scene shifter, Spuugler, 
whose office I afterward learned was to 
turn out the lights in the theater as soon 
as tho shot was fired. He obstructed my 
passage. 

" 'What do yon wnnt here?' he de- 
manded. In reply I told him it 'was 
none of his business. Mr. Wright ap-' 
peariiig, ,Spangler left his position on 
the stage alongside the bo.x in which 
was the apparatus for illuniiuatiug the 
theater. I closed the lid ol the box and 
sat upon it to talk to the manager, nn- 
conscious" that I was spoiling the plan, 

"Mr. Wright told mo the song would 
bo sung at tho clo.so of the performance, 
and Jtiss Kccno had sent word to the 
president requesting him to stay to 
hear it. 

' 'I was just about to return to the or- 
chestra when tho craok of a revolver 
startled me. All was quiet instantly. I 
saw a man jump from tho president's 
boson to the stage. It was Booth. lie 
ran -directly toward the door leading 
into tho alley. This course brought him 
right in mjr pjitth.

Miuistei' of the Interior iu Victoria 
After His Trip to the 
North. 



He Has Now Personal Experience of 
Traiupiug Over Skagrway 
and J)yea Trails. 



The Dominion government etenmer 
Quadra arrived in Victoria yeeterday 
afternoon on her return from Alaska, 
where at Skagvvay and Dyea the Yukon 
adminiatrative party and the Northwest 
Mounted EoUce with tbeir eigbty-eix 
dogs were landed. The latter was the 
Doitieet detachment the Quadra ever had 
the honor of carrying, and kept their 
8ong and chorus up, known aboard as 
the "Quadra's Chorus " by the " Yukon 
Orchestra,'' with but very slight inter- 
miBsion, until they were moat gladly 
landed at Skagway. 

Aboard the Quadra when she tied up 
at the Customa flouse wharf yesterday 
were Hon. Clifl'ord Sifton, minister of 
the interior ; W. F. King, chief aatron- 
omerof the interior department, Ottawa ; 
William Ogllvie, aatronomer and sur- 
veyor of the interior department ; W. T. 
Jennings, the we]l known engineer; A.. 
J. Magurn, of the Toronto (ilobe; and 
G. A, Strickland of Peterboro, who repre- 
sents a Yukon trading company and took 
advantage of the invitation of the Minis- 
ter to come south from Dyea with him. 
Mr. Kine and Mr. Oailvie went north 
with the miaieter to give him the benefit 
of th"^ir advice on eubjects connected 
with the country, Mr. King being head 
of the Canadian Boundary Survey in 
laying out the line between the Domin- 
ion and Alaska, and Mr. Ogilvie being bo 
thoroughly posted by his stay in the 
Yukon on the mining and other con- 
ditions of that country. 

Arriving at Skagway on October 8, the 
Quadra lay for a fortnight at anchor oflf 
that place while Hon. Mr. Sitton, Major 
.Walsh, commiasioner of the Yukon ter- 
ritory, and Mr. OgilTie made the jour- 
ney frotn..Dyea to Taglsh Lake, return- 
ina via. the White Pass to Skagway. 
They foiind'that the reports of the hard- 
ehips and difiacultiea to be encountered 
on those paesea liave not been exagger- 
ated in the least, and the party was well 
pleased to return to the (.Quadra. 

While the party were on their trip 
over the trail they arranged for the 
transportation of the supplies wliich the 
administration party had to take in, 
part being taken over the Chilcoot and 
some ten tons over the White Paea. At 
TaniBh Lake they found that Mr. God- 
son, of the Canadian cuatonia, and liia 
REBiatants had on hand about .t^O.OOO 
which they had collected in cuatoma 
fees, and the payment of dutiea is being 
strictly enforced on foreign goods. 

The party returned to the Coaat by the 
19th, and even when they left the lakea 
the main Yukon was still unfrozen, evi- 
dencing a somewhat anuaually late fall 
for that part of the country. The day 
after the party returned to the Quadra, 
Judge McGuire, who will ait as judge for 
the Yukon diatrict, and the registrar, 
Mr. F. 0. Wade, started for Dawson 
City with an escort and provisions, Ma- 
jor VValah remaining behind to see that 
all the supplies wore safely forwarded. 
The intention is go ahead aa rapidly aa 
the proviaions can be moved, but the 
party will stay by the auppliea and camp 
along the route until everything is "up," 
before trying to make another move. 

Whilst the Quadra waa at anchor in 
Skagway bay — a moat exposed and deao- 
'ate looking place, surrounded by snow- 
capped mountains — two or three heavy 
gales, accompanied with snow and sleet, 
were experienced, when it was found 
neceaaary for the Quadra to ride with 
two uncbOTB down and about 80 fathoms 
of chain out. Several veasels when these 
fierce gales came on have bad to aeek 
shelter at Portage Cove, some eleven 
miles down the inlet, bot it was not 
found necessary for the Quadra to follow 
their exarni>lo. 

Skagway is quite a little town, a large 
number of houseB having recently been 
erected and three wharves, which owinu 
to the tlata at the head of tiie hay have 
to extend a long diatanco from the 
shore, were nearing completion when the 
Quadra left. Provisions are plentiful 
and cheap.

minister who accompanied the party and 
whose destination is Dawson City, when 
he can get there, held the first divine 
service m, Skagway the Sunday after the 
arilvfil of, the Quadra, wlien there waa 
an;exceUent attendance of all sorts and 
condltionaof men, who joined heartily 
in tbe'services. ' The proposition to build 
a church was taken' in habd at once and 
a plot of ground secured before the 
(2 ladra sailed. 

From Skagway the Quadra proceeded 
to Juneau, and thence to the Taku inlet. 
This inlet waa examined by the minis- 
ter in the (Juadra'a ateam launch, when 
the upper end of the inlet was found to 
be closely packed with large mnfiees of 
ice for upwards of two miles, through 
which no pnasage could be found. Some 
of these maaaea were as large as the 
Quadra, and there waa a com t.int stream 
of large and small bergs lloating down 
the inlet to Stepheua' Passage. The 
Quadra ancliored in a bight on the pnuth 
Bbofe, about seven milea up the inlet, 
the current setting' the ice along the 
northerly shore. 

From Taku Inlet the a&it place called 
at waa Wrangel, where the minister 
made a short journey up the Stickeen 
river in the ateam launoh, and at this 
port Mr. Jennings unexpectedly arrived 
from Teslin lake and joined the Quadra. 
It waa when the Quadra'a launch was 
jiroceeding up the river that Mr. Jen- 
nings' boat waa met. lie had been en- 
gaged with Mr. E. J. Ducheanay and 
aasiatanta exploring the trails from 
"Teslin lake to Telegraph creek for the 
Dominion government, and by chance 
just hit the time right to meet Mr. 
^ifton's party. 

Mr. Jennings reports the Yorke party 
all well, aevoralof them being encamped 
at a place named Egnall'a Mountain 
about 30 miles from Telegraph Creek 
and the remainder with Mr. Yorke at 
the latter place. The materials (or the 
aaw mill and stearrier are very slowly 
pushed along to their destination. 

At Port Simpson a depntation from 
the Indian residents waited on Hon. 
Mr. Sifton asking him to attend a meet- 
ing at the council hall which ho did, 
when the Indians placed several matters 
before the minister which they desired 
should receive his attention. Metla- 
katla waa the next port of call but time 
would not permit of the Portland canal 
or Douglas channel being examined. 

The weather on the upward journey 
considering the aeason of the year was 
good but homewards waa exceptionally 
stormy and wet. Several heavy snow- 
storms were experienced between Skag- 
way and Wrangel the worst one being 
encountered on leaving the Taku inlet. 

It having been reported to Captain 
Walbran when at Skagway that a snag 
had been fixed for some months in the 
middle of Greoville channel near Gib- 
son island, and that it was evidently fast 
to the bottom thus indicating shoal 
water, an examination was made of the 
locality on the homeward journey with 
the roBult that the snag was found 
moored in a depth of sixteen fathoms, 
that being the leaat depth of water ob- 
tained in the vicinity of it. Allowing 
for the ancle of inclination of the anag 
thia depth will give the approximate 
length of the log as 120 feet. The snag 
bears from the south end of Bloxham 
island S. 45 E., true, distant 2 miles— 2 
cables westward of the enag the depth is 
18 fathomp, and 2}:, cables westward 55 
fathoms — muddy bottom. 

It waa also reported to Captain Wal- 
bran that the wreck of the Victoria seal- 
ing schooner Annie 0. Moore is a danger- 
oas obstacle to veseela anchoring in the 
little harbor known aa William Henry 
bay on the western ehore of Lynn canal, 
where she was at anchor when burned a 
short time ago. 

The minister, as soon as he landed 
yesterday and reached the Driard, was 
besieged by peraona wishing to see him, 
and waa kept buey all the afternoon. 

Asked aa to which of the routes is at 
present the beat, he states that, in his 
opinion, the Dyea trail waa better than 
by the White Pass. As to the Stickeen 
river route, he declined to venture an 
opinion, aa be has not, he says, yet re- 
ceived the report'of the engineers on the 
subject. 

Mr. Sifton remarked yesterday that 
he bad in consideration some changes in 
the mining regulations, but as to wheth- 
er any would oe made or not be could 
not tell till he returned to Ottawa and 
consulted bis colleagues. 

" Of one thing you may be certain," 
he remarked emphatically, " the royalty 
on gold taken from the mines will be re- 
tained." 

Yesterday evening the miniater was 
entertained atdinner by some of hia po- 
litical friends at the Mount Iiaker hot'jl. 

To-day at 11 o'clock Hon. Mi, Sifton 
will have an address presented to him at 
the Board of Trade rooms, the public 
generally being invited to attend. lie 
will be entertained at lunch afterwarda 
by members of the Board of Trade, and 
in the afternoon will be driven about the 
city by Mr. Archer Martin. In theeven- 
ing the minister will be a guest of Dr 
Milne at dinner, and to-mnrrow morn- 
ing he leaves for the East by the 
Charmer.
